In April last, the correspondent writes, he 
*” had the privilege of conducting a purty of in- 
* fluential American tea mere" ants, «ho visited 
Japan with the oBject of jnvestigating the tea’ 
industry, and also nf seeing the ( suka Ex 
hibition.’ It was because of the new ex.. 
perience gained in conducting the pary over 
the. tea plantations, and from’ opinions, exe 
_ Pressed by the practical Aaerican tea mer 
chants, that the correspondent prepared a 
pamphlet on the subject which is to he sir- 
culated among the million wad: i quarter tea- 
men, merchants, growers, and olhers connected 
‘ with the industryin fapan 

‘The main consid ration of the correspondent 
is in regard to the best course to be taken for 
the extension of -the-trade in Japanese tea 
abroad. He points out that. accarding to reli-

General Davis, on behalf of the American 
Govdrnment, and the Sultans of Mindanao and 
Sulujon the part of the Moros, the government 
officials have dealt directly with the individual 
dattos, for they, are the. recognized big men 
amo. 18 the Moros. * 


THE MOROS ARE WARLIKE, 

Although the Moros have ceised to be pirates 
they are nevertheless still the bold warriors of 
old, and being built only for the fatigues of 
war, they look upgn work with a warrior’s con- 
tempt. The fact thut they are as warlike to- 
day as their ancestors may be judged by the 
innumerable forts dotting the county in which 
they live. They are almost impregnable and 
can he seen every few miles. In fact, all the 
cottas (villages) are forts entirely surrounded 
‘by most formidable trenches and built with 
high and thick, stone walls‘having many loop- 
holes, from which those within the fortification 
fire their lankatas (a sort of cannon) at any ap- 
pronching “fue, ‘Ihe strength of these forts 
may, properly be conceived from the fact, that 
during a fight several months ago, it required 
two days and nights for a battery of-arlillery to 
demolish the walls. 

The tribe always live along the seacoast, or 
rivers running into the interior—and: in the 
Lake i anao country there is a large colony 
of them. These people are more warlike 
than the other tribes and for years ‘have 
been at variance with government troops. 
They are known as the Lake La.ao Moros, 
and are greatly opposed to any form of Christian 
role, religion or customs. The people. are 


fanatics of the worst sort, and one of their |. 
most fanatical beliefs, ‘ts that if they kill a |: 


Christian they will go straight to eernal para: 
dize, where they will find a harem containing 
from fifteen to twenty wives. Judgment gives 
ay to the desires of eternal bliss, and they 
1 run amok, killing every Christian in siyht,

JAPANESE INFLUENCE 
; _IN CHINA. , 
—————_o—--—. 

: A RAPIDLY GROWING ASCENDANCY, 


Some interesting particulars illustrating the 
ascendancy which Japanese influence has 
secured over China since the upheaval of 1900 
was given ina Press Association Special Ser- 
vice letter recently despatched fram - Pekin. 
This‘ ascendancy has, the correspondent says,’ 
attracted little attetticn because it has deve 
loped so gradually and quiétly, but never. heless 
it 1s probably the mast trhportant result.of that 
campaign, and one which may have the great, 
est consequences to the polives of the Urientt 
Many influential Chinese have been awakened 
by the easy capture of their cap.taband the 
Russian absorption of the ancient seat of their 
dynasty to an appreciation of China’s helpless- 
ness, and are turning to Japan, as a neighbour 
who raised herself from the same position, for 
help. Japan, for her part, makes ‘no secret of 
her policy to unite the two great Kast Asiatic 
native in.an alliance which will enable them to 
hold their ground against the aggressions of. 
the West. To this end she desires to modern- 
ise. China by persuading her ‘to: adopt the, 
Western methods and, machinery necessary 


.to make her independent, as Japan has done, 
“Understanding the Chinese and associating 


with them inumately as no: Europeans could 
and as only the Russians among European 
peoples ‘can attempt.to do, the Japanese 
are eculiarly fitted for this work, 
che. most noticeable ‘evidence of Japanese 
progress is the great number who have settled 
in Northevn China since the Boxer rebellion, 
Most of these imisigrants are engaged in trade 
in a small way, and are able to meet the re- 
quirements of Chinese retail trade in a manner 
that the foreigner cannot, 
Politically there is still greater progress, 
High Chinese officials have visited Japan's 


thetr eyes opened to the advantages of Japanese 
institutions, 

‘There are now 200 Japanese employed in 
the Chinese army. All are in the northern 
and. central sea-const provinces, and have 
superseded all other nationalities, It is be- 
lieved: that the’ Japanese Government details 
these officers to serve without: pay from:Chir a, 
the object being. to reorganise the Chinese 
army. : 

The most significant feature of Japanese 
progress is the manner in which Japan is 


‘educating “‘young China.” Six ‘months ago 


there were 1,c00, Chinese stude -ts in Tokyo; |. 
there are now 2,000, They are from the best 
families in China, many of them the sons of 


‘| the highest officialstand nobility. A part are 


fram the Manchus, the ruling race, and, more 
wonderful sti}!, there are some hundred or 
more girls. 

The result of the experiment’ of making 
Japan the schoolmaster is watched with. great 
interest in China. Mr. Wang, the Chinese 
Superintendent of Education in jeans finds 
histask no easy one, fis wards, he says, are 
fast losing their reverence for authority and fur 
the ancestral traditions, snd some have gone 
to the scandalous extreme. of adopting ‘foreign 
dress, .Young China is rubbing elbows with 
young Japan, and is encountering new ideals 
—ireedom of ‘speech. and of the Press, and 
representative government, ‘These subjects 
the Chinese students discuss in their societies. 
If these 2,000 students remain long enou,h 
in Japan absorbing liberal ideas of government 
and organising societies for (he promotion of 
their views, it would not. be surprising on their 
retttrn to China if they formed the nucleus of a: 
peaceful reformation or possibly a revolution 
against the Manchu dynasty, Japan is tearh- 
ing the Chinese young idea how to shoot in 
more senses than one, : ‘
